Aguinaldo and his insurgent followers 


have presented fully as picturesque a 
figure in our difficulties with Spain as 
Gom»z and his Cuban army of ragged, 
half-starved natives. 


It is at the present time practically 


impossible to estimate how many thous- 
and insurgents there are in the Philip 
pines, and especially those under arms 
around Manila. This unknown insurg- 
ent army is a very much mixed up affair. 
Ct ie officered, that is true enough, but 
;he discipline is something of a very 
aughable nature. For instance, a cap- 
Bin may have a hundred men in his 
company one day and the next day find 
limself commanding but fifty men, the 
rest having gone over to another cap- 
lin, presumably one more to their lik- 


A characteristic of these islanders is 


their peculiar freedom of spirit. An 
apparently peaceful native may be till- 
ing his fields one day, surrounded with 
the implements of domesticity, and the 
next finds him shouldering a musket, 
which, by the way, he doubtless obtain 
»d from the Spanish soldiers, and elbow- 
ing his way through a crowd of similar 
chattering natives possessed of a mo 
mentary warlike spirit. 
If the United 


States acquires the Philippines, it will 
probably find another problem to solve 
that of establishing peace and indus- 
trial habits among these insurgents. 
Perhaps, however, tlie good example set 
by many of the insurgents who have re- 
tired to then- farms and rice planting to 
await another period of war, will inspire 
the majority to po and do likewise. 


Our picture, which we publish today, 


is reproduced from Harper's Weekly, 
and shows a triumphal procession of in- 
surgents in Manila. An arch of triumph, 
characteristically decorated, looms up 
prominently in the background. The 
genius of libwty, represented by a native 
woman, stRndjj on a float filled with 
flowers, holding an insurgent flag, and 
is drawn along by natives. 


These processions show that the in- 


surgents are beginning to realize whal 
the downfall of Spanish 'power means to 
them, and in the first flush of victory 
probably wish to assert their independ- 
ence; but doubtless this feeling which 
even now is rapidly dying away, will be 
dissolved entirely when they begin to 
appreciate the good offices of the Unitec 
States government.

One Hundred and Thirty 
Thousand 


Tons Will Be Laid the Coming 
Year—Decrease in the Price Has 
Enabled the Companies to Make the 
Investment at This Time. 


The Chicago & North western road has 


just contracted to purchase 75,000 tons 
of steel rails this season, and the Chica- 


. go, Milwaukee & St. Paul has engaged 
55,000 tons , for use during the year. 
The prices paid ranged from $19 to $20 
a ton, a much less price than that pre- 
vailing during the past few years. 


It is the intention of these companies 


to lay all these rails during the coming 
season. The necessities of traffic de 
mand it, and the exceptionally low price 
of rails has placed it in their power to 
carry out the plans long cherished. In 
a recent interview E.,H. Gary, president 
of the Federal Steel company, said: 


"Within the last three days the steel 


plants of this country have booked or- 
ders for more than 500,000 tons of steel 
rails for American railways-alone, with 
<onany orders still -pending.-. Of this 
amount the Tederal Steel company, 
through its subsidiary concern, the IHin 
ois Steel company, accepted orders for 
225,000 tons, The Carnegie company 
has accepted orders for the same amount 
The Federal Steel company's order in 
elude 75,000 tons for the Chicago and 
Northwestern, 50,000 for the Illinois 
Central, and 55.000 tons for the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 


"The export demand for American 


steel grows larger almost daily. I

HIS BEING HELD. 


IN 


Now Behind the Bars in Default of 


$800 Bail—But Two 
Witnesses 


Were Examined This Morning, and 
Short Work Was Made oo the Case 
- .Prisoner is Haedsome.

Edgar N. Mayer, the alleged forger, 


was held for trial this morning in bonds 
of §800, the time of trial being 
set for 


Monday, December 5. 


In charge of Turnkey Brown the 


prisoner was brought into the munici- 
pal court this morning at 10 o'clock. 
He was neatly attired in a tailor made 
suit and looked the picture of good 
health, and is what the average person 
would call a handsome fellow. 
The ex- 


amination commenced with the examin- 
ation of H. D. 
Murdock, assistant 


cashier of the Bower City bank, at which 
institution it is claimed that Mayer 
cashed a forged note on the afternoon of 
October 24, 1898, tor 8220. 


Mr. Murdock identified Mayer as the 


man 
who 
cashed 
the 
check, 


and said that he was positive that he 
was not mistaken in the identification. 
He stated that Mayer came into the 
bank between two and turee o'clock in 
the afternoon, and at that time there 
were four or five other people there on 
business. 
When Mayer first came into 


the bank and presented 
the check he 


hesitated about cashing it, but after 
thinking the matter over and seeing the 
paper indorsed by James Shearer he 
thought all was well, and handed over 
8220'in cash. 
Mr. Murdock then said that he stated 


to the alleged forger that his note had 
a go'od indorser, whereupon Meyer said 
Mr. Shearer was a relative of his. 


The second and last 
witness was 


James Shearer, who was sworn mainly 
to show that he did not indorse the 
check, and that the same was a plain 
case of forgery.

Stephen C. Spaulding, who committed 


uicide in this city by shooting himself 
upon the gravs of his daughter in Oak 
3ill cemetery, did so while insane. 


Hon, Cyrus Miner, of this city, is in 


receipt of an interesting letter from C.C. 
3pauidicg, the son who camo here to 
jury his father. The letter was written 
Sunday from Villa Bidge. 111., the home 
of-deceased. It now appears, according 
to the son, that Stephen Spaulding, 
when he left his Villa Bidge home to come 
;o Janesville,was suffering from insanity 
wrought on by a sunstroke which he 
suffered at his home.last summer. From 
the results of this sunstroke he never 
recovered, and for the time being it was 
[eared that he would not live; Since 
that time relatives claim that he lost his 
reason.

Few Volunteers Can Be Released 


at Present. 


CONGRESS MUST FIRST ACT. 


The Men Now Cutler Arms Are Required 


to Gnrrliou Our New 
PoMMMioni— 


When Army IB Enlarged and Kecrulted 
Dlichnr^es TV1U Follow. 


PROPERTY IN INDIANA. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—The muster- 


out of regiments in the volunteer army 
will be resumed soon after the conclu- 
sion of the treaty of peace at Paris. 
The administration is unwilling for 
more than one reason to order the dis- 
charge of the whole volunteer army at 
present, the chief reason 
being, of 


course, the need of a large force to gar- 
rison points in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines. It is probable, how- 
ever, that within a very short time af- 
ter the signing of the treaty the presi- 
dent will grant a few of the many re- 
quests for'the muster-out of volunteer 
organizations, trusting, that 
congress 


•will soon make provision, by the in- 
crease of the regular army, for the 
maintenance of strong garrisons in 
our new territories. 


In selecting the regiments for muster 


out, it is the intention to designate 
those organizations which were first 
sent to the front, and which have been 
constantly employed either in fighting 
or in garrison duty since mid-sum- 
mer. 
Other conditions will be taken 


Into account, but, as a rule, regiments 
•which have merely remained in camp 
In the United States waiting for orders 
•will not be mustered out of the service 
immediately. Many of the volunteers 
now in the United States have already 
been designated for duty in Cuba, and 
the orders affecting these organizations 
will not be changed. As soon as addi- 
tional regiments for the regular army 
shall have been authorized by law and 
recruited, the volunteer regiments now 
needed at various foreign stations will 
be discharged. 


It is not expected that the announce- 


ment of the settlement by which the 
Philippines are to belong to the United 
States will relieve the situation in re- 
gard to the native troops in the Islands, 
and the necessity for a strong United 
States garrison will, the administration 
'believes, be as imperative during the 
next few months or more as It is now. 
There is a "belief in administration cir- 
cles that the retention of the greater 
part of the volunteer army for a few 
•weeks longer will aid very materially 
In securing legislation by congress fa- 
vorable to the increase of the regular 
army to at least 100,000 men. 


- Will Not Touch Wage Scale. 
Chicago, Nov. 29.—Coal operators of 


Illinois will take little or no part in 
the wage controversy at the interstate 
convention of mine operators at Pitts- 
burg next month. This decision was 
mac> yesterday at a meeting of the op- 
erators. The companies represented 
voted that the wage scale adopted last 
spring was good enough for them and 
accordingly they did not care to enter 
Into a discussion which might end in 
the undoing of all that had been ac- 
complished in the way of good during 
the last year.
